When  Shady  Grove  Church  was  organized  in  1881, 
the  land  for  the  building  and  the  cemetery  was 
donated  by  J.  J.  Stroupe  and  J.  H.  Wither  spoon. 


OUROURCH  HISTOFY 


On  November  25,  1881,  Shady  Grove  Baptist 
Church  was  organized  under  a  brush  arbor  near  the 
site  of  the  present  church  building,  two  miles 
south  of  Cherryville.on  the  Bessemer  City  Road. 
Rev,  A.  L.  Stough  preached  the  -sermon  from  Acts 
12:24  He  was  then  elected  as  -dhainran  of  the 
Presbytery.  The  Church  Covenant  and  Articles  of 
Faith  were  read  and  approved.  Ihirty-one  charter 
members  were  formed  into  a  church  called  Shady 
Grove. 

The  .land  for  the  church  was  donated  by  J.  J. 
Stroupe  and.  J.  H.  Witherspoon,  -Eater  more  land 
was  bought  by  the  church  and  added  to  the  original 
plot.  The -first  building,  erected  during  the  winter 
of  1881,  was  built  mainly _by  Oliver  Hicks,  Noah 
Hicks,  R.  B.  Hicks  and  Noah  Mauney.  It  is  said  that 
James  Farrisv  a  crippled  man,  made  shingles  at  night 
fcy  lantern  light,  to  cover  the  first  fcuilding. 

■Eiis>  early  church  building* was  a  one-room  frame 
structure-  and  was  located  near  the  site  of  the 
present  building.  The  main  body  remained  a  part 
of  the  church  building  until  the  cortpletion  of  the 
brick  structure  in  1950. 

The  first  pastor  was  Elder  J.  A.  Hqyle.  He 
was  ordained  at  Shady  Grove  on  June  16,  1882. 

Shady  Grove  Church  joined  the  Kings  Mountain 
Baptist  Association  on  Sept.  22,  1882  and  remained 
a  .member -of  that  body  until  the:  organization  of  the 
Gaston  Baptist  Association  in*  1919. 

In  1926,  during  the  ministry  of  Rev.  W.  G.  Canp, 
the  church  building  was  turned-so: as  to  face  the 
highway  and-some  additional  space  was  added  by  build- 
ing four  classrooms  for  the  Sunday  School  and  a 
splendid  place  for  the  choir  to  the  rear  of 
the  pulpit.

Also  during  the  ministry  of  Rev.  Canp,  in 
the  20,s,  Shady  Grove  began  the  observance  of 


an  annual  Memorial  Day  service  on  the  first 
Sunday  in  May.  This  service,  held  in  iremory 
of  loved  ones  buried  in  the  cemetery,  is  a 
tradition  which  has  continued  to  the  present 
day.  For  many  former  members,  this  is  a  day  of 
home-coming. 

Deacons.vdio  have  served  Shady  Grove  through 
the  years  have  been  men  of  character  and  corpora- 
tion. The  first  deacons  were:  I. P.  Hicks,  Noah 
Mauney,  M.L.  Hullet  and  James  Farris.  Philip 
Mauney  served  until  his  death  in  1917.  In  1930 
deacons  were  Joseph  Mauney,  Tom  F.  Sellers,  D.M. 
Witherspoon,  Bert  Stroupe  and  Floyd  Mauney.  In 
1934  the  names  of  Charlie  Sellers  and  C.A.  Martin 
were  added.  Joseph  Mauney  died  in  1937.  All  the 
others  continued  to  serve  for  a  number  of  years. 
The  name  of  Eli  Sellers  was  added  in  1941 . 

Rev.  Amos  M.  Riser  was  ordained  into  the 
ministry  at  Shady  Grove  on  July  17,  1938.  Rev. 
Riser  is  the  only  minister  ordained  at  Shady 
Grove,  other  than  the  first  pastor. 

In  1940  a  building  fund  was  begun.  This  fund 
grew  steadily.  Early  in  1949  plans  were  made  to 
begin  the  new  church  building  and  the  first  work 
was  begun. ..  The  construction  was  done  by  free  labor 
in  as  far  as  was  practicable  and  possible. 

On  February  18,  1951,  a  dedication  service 
for  the  new  building  was  held  with  Mrs.  Huldah 
J.  Mauney,  the  only  living  charter  member,  taking 
an  active  part.  It  was  reported  at  this  service 
that  the  church  had  raised  $81,092.50  and  spent 
$80,000  with  a  balance  on  hand  of  $1 ,092.50. 

In  1956  the  congregation  purchased  land  on 
vjhich  to  build  a  parsonage.  The  next  year  the 
parsonage  was  conpleted.  The  first  minister  to 
occupy  the  parsonage  was  Rev.  Lee  A.  Smith. 

On  March  6,  1963,  a  fire  damaged  the  church 
forcing  the  congregation  to  hold  services  at 
Tryon  School  for  five  months  vfaile  repairs  were 
made. 


The  rotating  system  of  electing,  deacons  was 
started  in  1963.  By  this  system,  four  deacons 
rotate  off  each  year  and  four  new  ones  are 
elected  to  replace  than. 

In  1964  a  new  Educational  Building  for 
the  Sunday  School  was  completed. 

On  Sept.  30,  1979/  the  congregation  voted 
to  .purchase  one  hundred  acres  of  land  for  future 
development. 

Through  its  one  hundred  years,  God  has  blessed 
Shady  Grove  with  faithful  devoted,  ministers  who 
have  blessed  the  lives  of  the  people  of  this 
church.  For  their  dedication  and  service  to  God 
we  are  most  grateful.

REV.  J.  A.  HOYLE 
(FIRST  PASTOR  OF  SHAD*  GROVE  CHURCH)  1881  -  1884

Brother  Hoyle  was  converted  under  the  preaching  of 
Brother  A.C.  Ervin  in  August  1880  and  was  baptized 
into  the  fellowship  of  Mt.'  Zibn  Church.  He  was 
licensed  to  preach  the  Gospel  in  March  1881  and  was 
ordained  the  next  year  at  Shady  Grove.  He  died 
Oct.  3,  1918.  Funeral  services  were  conducted  in 
the  Maiden  Baptist  Church.  Burial  was  in  the 
Maiden  Cemetery.  The  following  is  copied  from  a 
"Tribute  of  Respect  to  Bro.  J.A.  Hoyle"  by  Rev. 
L.R.  Williams.  (At  the  time  of.  his  death) 
"When  a  young  man  in  the  ministry  he  did  much 
preaching  at  mission  points  and  built  up  the  cause 
in  destitute  places.  He  has  been  greatly  blessed 
as  the  introducer  of  Baptist  doctrines  into 
conrciunities,  the  organization;  of  churches  and  the 
building  of  good  houses.  He. 'has  built  more  church 
houses  _and  baptized  more  members  than  any  minister 
that  has  labored  in  our  bounds.  He  has  served 
churches  in  Lincoln,  Catmfca,- Cleveland,  Burke, 
Gaston  and  other  adjoining  counties. 
Brother  Hoyle  did  great  work  in  his  early  ministry 
as  a  pioneer  preacher.  He  did  much  of  his  preaching 
under  arbors,  in  school  houses  and  dwelling  houses. 
For  this  mission  vork  he  recieved  very  little  com- 
pensation. He  prepared  the  way  for  many  churches 
that  are  now  strong  organizations  and  are  now  doing 
much  for  the  cause  of  Christ.  Though  many  of  these 
church  houses  have  given  way  to  nicer  and  better 
equipped  buildings,  yet  it  should  not  be  forgotten 
that  it  was  through  his  untiring  efforts  and 
sacrifice  that  these  churches  had  their  origin.  I 
am  of  the  opinion  that  Bro.  Hoyle  will  never  get 
the  honor  due  him,  and  our  churches  will  never  fully 
realize^  what  he  has  done  for  us,  in  preparing  the 


way,  especially  in  the  South  Pork  Association. 
Brother  Hoyle  was  a  man  that  was  firm  in  what  he 
believed  to  be  right.  He  was  a  man  that  spoke  out 
his  convictions  and  stood  for  the  same.  He  was  a 
good  citizen,  a  faithful  preacher  of  the  gospel, 
and  an  affectionate  husband  and  father."

The  following  article  written  by  Marse  Grant, 
editor  of  the  Biblical  Recorder,  give  some  of  the 
biographical  details  in  the  life  of  Rev.  Wall. 

I  Remember . . .  Zeno  Wall 
By  Marse  Grant 

Zeno  Wall,  pastor  at  First  Church,  Shelby, 
from  1925  to  1948,  and  a  giant  among  N.  C.  Baptists 
for  more  than  50  years,  touched  the  lives  of 
thousands  of  people  and  I  am  glad  to  be  among  them. 

He  was  general  superintendent  of  the  Children's 
Homes  vfaen  I  bacame  editor  of  Charity  and  Children 
in  October,  1949.  He  had  a:genuine  concern  for 
people  and  they  knew  it.  Everyone  was  "beloved" 
vx>  him  and  he  meant  it. 

There  are  so  many  aspects  of  his  life,  it 
becomes  iirpossible  to  cover  more  than  two  or 
three  of  them  in  this  space.  After  retiring 
at  the  Children's  Homes  in  1950,  he  was  pastor 
at  Elizabeth  Church,  Shelby,  for  five  years- 
all  after  his  70th  birthday!  He  let  the  church 
in  constructing  a  new  building  following  a 
disastrous  fire.  He  want  to -serve  five  Sundays 
and  stayed  more  than  five  years. 

He  _is  belived  to  be  the  only  man  to  lead 
inaugural  prayers  for  two  governors  -  0.  Max 
Gardner  and  Clyde  R.  Hoey,  the  latter  a  Methodist. 
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He  had  a  dignity  and  pulpit  presence  which 
commanded  respect. 

One  of  the  dreams  of  his  life  was  to  see 
Gardner-Webb  a  four-year  college  and  the  day 
before  he  died  on  Sept.  12,  1967,  the  trustees 
voted  to  take  that  step. 

He  was  president  of  the  Baptist  State  Con- 
vention for  four  successive  terms,  1933-36.  He 
made  it  a  point  to  visit  every  new  pastor  he  could. 
With  them  as  well  as  everyone  else,  he  demonstrated 
the  "pastor's  heart"  that  was  such  an  integral  part 
of  him. 

Illustrating  the  discipline  and  organization 
that  were  a  part  of  his  life,  he  gave  instructions 
to  his  son-in-law,  Ollie  Harris  of  Kings  Mountain, 
about  funeral  plans.  He  listed  the  active  pall- 
bearers and  substitutes;  also  the  honorary  pall- 
bearers (pastors  in  the  Kings  Mountain  Association.) 
On  the  other  side  of  the  page,  he  listed  the 
"flower  girls"  and  their  telephone  numbers  so  they 
could  be  easily  reached. 

He  was  a  great  man  of  God  and  I  shall  always 
remember  his  influence  on  my  life.

Zoe  played  the  piano  and  Flbyd  sang  bass  - 
and  they  did  it -for  a  total  of  119  years.  Perhaps 
even  more  unusual  is  the.  fact -that  they  were  a 
toother-sister  team  of  musicians  in  Shady  Grove 
Baptist  Church  most  of  that  time. 

Children  of  Philip  and  Huldah_J.  Mauney 
(Charter  member) ,  both  attended  Shady  Grove  Church 
from  their1  youth. 

Zoe  started  taking  piano  when  she  was  9  years 
old  and  started  playing  for  the  church  when  she  was 
11-  She  played  (almost  continuously)  until  her 
death  in  1977.  In  1929  she  moved  with  her  husband 
fievil  B.  Mauney)  and  two  children  to  Florida  where 
they  lived  for  a  period  of  time/  and  there  she 
played  the  piano  in  a  Methodist  church.

He  was  a  member 
of  the  Board  of  Trustees.  For. 56  years  he  prepared 
the  Coimunion  service  for  the  Lord's  Supper. 

Perhaps  the  greatest  contribution  Floyd  made 
vras  to  serve  as  Supt.  of  Construction  for  the  present 
church.  _  He  served  along  with  other  members ,  giving 
their  labors  and  materials  free ,  in -order  to  build 
the  church.  Floyd  served  at  intervals  as  Supt.  of 
Sunday  School  for  about  15  years  between  1922-1961. 
In  his  retirement  years  he  felt  honored  to  be  the 
"Lord's  Hdusekeeoer"  until  his^  death  in  1974. 

Both  Zoe  and  Floyd  participated  in  the
